Report  of  flying  oh.lect  seen  over  the  Atlantic  Ocean 


On  the  18th  October  1958  the  Dutch  m#v«  Ooolsingel 
vms  under  way  from  ITorfolfa  (Va)  to  Bremen  (germ.)  , under  eonunand  of  Captain 
D*L*Ingelse. 

On  the  First  Watch  the  undersigned, Jo van  Tiel,jr.2nd  Offi- 
cer, was  Officer  on  DutyoAlso  on  the  bridge  was  the  lookout, a Spanish  sailor, 
Jodel  Rio  Fiera* 

At  23o20  ship's  time  (00o40  GoM*T,on  19/10), the  estimated 
position  being  46  degr  7 min  North,  1 9^degr  25  min  West , steering  71  tx‘ue, 
the  lookout  and  I saw  tlie  folTowihg  object:  ' 


I: A very  bright , absolutely  white  light, giving  tlie  impression  of 
a equally  lighted  sfereo 

II :A  lighted  connection,looked  like  a row  of  lighted  portholesc 
III; As  point  I, only  slightly  brighter. 

IV ; Are ddisli, short  trail, as  from  a rockets 

Outside  this  there  v/as  no  trace -of  any  navigating  lights 
planes  have# Also  no  sound  was  heard# 

The  object  came  out  of  a cloud, bearing  about,  40  ti’ue  and 
after  crossing  nearly  across  the  ship, disappeared  in  or  above 
another  cloud, bearing  about  100  true, as  this  cloud  reached  to  the  horizon, 
the  object  was  not  seen  againd  warned  the  Captain  at  once. 

The  object  gave  the  impression  of  beingquite  large, under 
powered  flight, and  held  a steady  course  of  about  200  true, with  tremendous 
speedoWe  saw  it  for  about  5 to  7 seconds. 

Also  we  thought  it  quite  lov/,I  would  say  about  1000  to 
2000  meter* Of  course, having  no  idea  hov/  large  the  objest  was, the  appear ant 
sise  was  aboutbetwwen  thumb  and  forefinger, the  height  was  difficult  to  say* 

As  we  had  not  the  radar  in  operation  I don't  knov/"  if  it 
could  be  seen  on  the  screen. 

The  Captain  intends  to  send  a report  to  the  Dutch  Navy, 
but  as  I read  that  the  U.S .Airforce  keeps  a file  on  U.P.p-i*s  I send  you  this
